The game 
turned early when Texas quarterback Colt McCoy was knocked out 
of the game with a pinched nerve in his throwing shoulder.

Connecticut became the first women’s 
college basketball team to finish a season 
undefeated and go an entire year win- 
ning every game by at least 10 points.
